‘Were the Russians ever coming?” 
The fact is that the perception, as 
there still is a perception today, was 
a very real one.

presented a unique alliance. 

‘L think if | wanted to stress one 
fundamental characteristic of the 
alliance, it is ts very diversity.” he 
said, explaining further 

“We are a grouping of extremely 
different nations. And inevitably 
with our differences in the geogra- 
phic sense, we have therefore differ- 
ent outputs, we have different inter- 
ests, and we have different view- 
points ”

CSUS sophomore Myron Dong 
plans to contnbute his ume and 
3,600 miles of his energy to the 
second annual Bike-Aid, a cross- 
country bicycle tour, scheduled this 
summer 

Bike- Aid, a fundraising and edu- 
cational project of the Overseas 
Development Network has three 
main goals. One of these ts raising 
money to fund small-scale, self-help 
community proyects and student 
internships in the United States and 
abroad. Another eoal of this year’s 
Bike-Aid is to raise the public’s 
awareness about poverty-related 
issues, while concentrauung on con- 
siructive approaches to long-term 
world development. Finally, the 
representatives of Bike- Aid encour- 
age people of all ages and biking 
backgrounds to participate in this 
cross-country bike-a-thon 

Bike- Aid 1s an entirely student- 
run Operauon and 1s also a collabor- 
ative effort that involves ODN. ODN 
was founded in 1983 at the Harvard 
and Stanford universiues to pro- 
mote student involvement in low- 
cost, jong-term international devel- 
opment plans. ODN 
sell-heip projects in Third World 
counines and in Appalachia. These 
projects are implemented through 
the efforts of several student organi- 
zauons affiliated with ODN. Their 


aim is tO promote self-sufficiency

and long-term progress 

Dong’s interest in bicycling start- 
ed in 1985. What began as a form of 
transportauion, has grown into a 
passion for long distance travel 
Dong 1s looking forward to paruc- 
pating in the cross-country nde to 
raise funds for the hungry. Mean- 
while, Dong has toured from Berke- 
ley to Monterey and back 
the first ume that he has attempted 
such an extensive nde. “I felt there 
was 4 need to help the poor and the 
poverty stricken people,” he said 

Although Dong is the only bicy- 
chist trom the Sacramento area par- 
ticipating in Bike-Aid, he would like 
to make people more aware of what 
the fundraising trip is all about. He 
hopes that his parucipauon will 
encourage other Sacramento area 
bicyclists to parucipate in next year’s 
event

Riders will explain the 
purpose and function of Bike-Aid, 
and will encourage everyone to 
work together for tts Cause 
Although the tour will run from 
June 17 to August 11, Dong stresses 
that “bicyclists can nde part of the 
way —- they don’t have to commu 
themselves to the whole distance.” 


When he says “the whole distance,” 
Dong is talking about riding as

During the tnp, the bicyclists 
plan to stay at various churches and 
community centers.
